Foreign News 
Analyzed

Washington. I), c . — One of the things 
which seems certain to confront th e na­ 
tions of the world in post-war a d ju stm e n ts 
and the return of normal conditions is the 
working out of a money system so as to 
facilitate exchange to a greater degree and 
with less uncertainty of fluctuation. Each 
time thorp is mention of retu rn in g to the 
gold s ta n d a r d Interest is vague and 
the 
n u m b e r of arg u m en ts against it increases. 
Soundness of the arg u m e n ts is not the 
point, but how they prevail over those for 
til* gold standard is a point which has at- 
tracted the attention of economists. 


Various attempts have been 
m a d e 
to 
work out some fundam ental practice to 
tie International money m a tte rs together. 
The most notable effort was m a d e some 
y» ars ago by th** W orld Economic Con­ 
fe r e n c e , .-md ideas seemed so 
well 
con­ 
ceived that a definite plan was all but as­ 
sured. At that time most E u ro p e a n coun­ 
tries had gone off the gold s ta n d a r d and 
the basic idea was for the leaders to stand 
to g e th e r In some sort of silver bloc against 
the United States, th e great gold-holding 
nation of the world, and then still on the 
cold s ta n d ard To th* dismay of the E u ro ­ 
pe ans . President Roosevelt suspended that 
s ta n d a rd and obtained from Congress the 
authority to do many economic stunts with 
American money. This spoiled th© plans of 
the Europeans. 


Th** world conference was held a decade 
and a half ago and nothing has been done 
since that time to work out any type of 
world money system so as to stabilize ex­ 
c h a n g e values. But In the reconstruction 
period 
which 
will 
inevitably 
follow 
the 
close of the present world conflict, it is ob­ 
vious that this currency question will he 
an im p o rta n t topic. 


One of the arran g e m e n ts which is ex 
peeled to emerge from the chaos is n ster­ 
ling union. 
This would he engineered by 
Great Britain, and the union 
would 
he 
composed of a group ot 
nations 
which 
would do all their international business 
in te rm s of the pound sterling. T h e British 
h a w kept their currency b e tter regulated 
than almost any other nation except the 
United States. While the pound did decline 
sharply after th** Bank of 
England 
su s ­ 
pend* d gold payments in 1951, it recov­ 


e r e d steadily becaus* Great Britain refus­ 
ed to inflate. Accordingly, th** world soon 
realized that tiler** was about 
as 
much 
stability behind the pound as the re ever 
had been. As a result a large n u m b e r of 
nations promptly linked their 
currencies 
to the pound and 
agreed 
to 
follow 
it 
through in vicissitudes of quota tion, 
and 
so confidence has been held. 
When the United States went off the 
gold stan d ard , the theory was 
that 
for­ 
eign countries could buy more cheaply in 
this country and t Hat sales abroad, th e re ­ 
fore, would be easier. Foreigners would 
not have to find expensive 
gold 
dollars 
with which to pay for their purchases. But 
witli that development came a c a m p a ig n to 
raise the American price level. The price 
level responded with a will and American 
prices soared 
far abox© those 
of other 
count ries. 
In this world of competing money 
ex­ 
change and trade systems, it a p p e ars that 
the various countries, depending on their 
metal pledged against currencies, will find 
it necessary to form a union for the ir own 
protection, and correspondingly for 
the 
nations with which they trade. 
Members 
of the various unio ns would not necessar­ 
ily he attached to th** same continent. For 
instance, it there were a sterling unJotj 
with Great Britain as the leader, ii would 
take in Argentina. Peru. Chile, and Bolivia 
which have their currencies linked to the 
pound steilinu.

were formed, it would be le a d e d by the 
United States, and Mexico would be one of 
the most logical joiners. So would Cuba, 
and it is not without possibility that Can- 
ade would do til* same. 
Ca nada has al­ 
ways gone along with Great 
Britain on 
mon* ' mutter*, but the Dominion is free 
to d id n t! 
it* own currency policies. The 
Orient, in the meantim e, is th** enigm a of 
all. It always has been, and even if 
the 
course of present events does not change 
the situation, the Orient might decide to 
adopt its own system. 
T h e r e is general agreem ent a m o n g eco­ 
nomists that Rome sort of an in tern atio n al 
agreem ent, probably with a 
gold 
basis, 
must be reached before there can be any 
complete stability of world trade. An in­ 
te rna tional, m a nage d currency has 
been 
repeatedly proposed but the idea suggests 
f u r t h e r bickering a b o u t who shall do the 
m anaging. Nearly everyone concerned is 
sure th a t each of th e rivals would seek to 
d o m in a te the m a nage m ent in the in ter­ 
ests of what prestige it already has won. 
The lo nger the m a t t e r is prolonged the 
more certain it seems that th ere m u s t b* 
a general return to a gold sta n d ard , so 
that in business m a tte rs at least, all peo­ 
ple will he able to thin k in te rm s of value.
